Los Angeles, Dec. 7.—It was believed early that the 


McNamara brothers might be moved to the San Queiitio 
penitentiary tonight to commence their sentence. Sher- 
iff: Hamel has refused to have anything to say 011 the sub- 
.fect, declaring that the brothers were being kept in Los 
Angeles at the pleasure of th e federal grand jury, but it 
was thought after the first appearance, which is expected 
to be today, the federal authorities would be satisfied 
and the prisoners removed. The brothers have been ad- 
vised by their counsel as to their rights and attorneys 
intimate that the probe of the government would gain 
nothing from them not alreadv known. Special Prose- 
cutor Lawler and his assistants, it is believed, are look- 
ing to Ortie McMaiiigal as the main source of informa- 
tion to make possible the returning of indictments.

If they tell the truth and reveal 


the innermost details of the plot of 
which they have guilty knowledge, 
they may secure the influence of the 
federal government to secure clem- 
ency for the punishment which has 
already been imposed upon them. 


Should both of the prisoners re- 


fuse to truthfully answer the inter- 
rogation of the Special Government 
Prosecutor Lawler, two members ol 
the dynamite conspiracy will probably 
be given a chance to establish 
that 


they are not murders at heart, and 
revealing the evidence 
which will 


cause the indictment of the men who 
directed the scheme of the wholesale 
destruction of property. 


What the sentenced prisoners will 


do, they themselves will probably not 
know until they are before the grand 
jury. 


When they were told 
by Special 


Prosecutor Lawler that they would 
be given a chance to establish that 
they were not murderers and dyna- 
miters ' at 'heart, 
the 
McNamara 


brothers hurled a bitter defi, but 
late last night their attitudes had ap- 
parently changed. 


According to the attaches of the 


county jail J. J. McNamara seemed 
to be thinking then of a commuted 
sentence—the possibility of it—and 
J. B. McNamara pondered over his 
possible last chance to do something 
that would recommend him for a 
pardon. 
"John McNamara will tell noth- 


ing. 
He is no squealer nad will trade 


nothing with anyone for any favors 
If the government asks him to tes- 
tify, he will simply refuse to talk. 
What can they do?" 


Clarence Darrow, chief counsel of 


McNamaras, made this positive state- 
ment just before the federal grand 
jury probe opened here today. 
It 


has been admitted by Lawler that he 
could not compel the former secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Iron Work- 
ers' union to testify, but he said ho 
would call him and asck him some 
questions. 
It is expected that, as 


soon as the ordeal is over, which may 
either be today or tomorrow, both 
McNamaras will be rushed north to 
'fean Quentin.

out of the hole he was unconscious 
and wa& cariied to the office oi Mas- 
ter Mechanic Kirkpatiick and phy- 
sicians \vere summoned, but he died 
before they arrived,expiring in about 
15 minutes.

CERTAIN office boasts a man who is opposed* to woman's suffrage 
When the returns came in trom, California, certain feminine co 
workers teased him a bit about the result of the election. 
Mud 


spirited argument and counter-argument passed",. .Finally, one daj 


after a warm disoussjon, the man concluded by saying, "1 have a wife anc 
daughter of whom I'am very fond. 
But if suffrage werer granted in this 


State, and either one of them, voted, she should never come1 into my house 
again." 


He meant it, too, he is just th it gentle and sweet tempered! As ar. 


aside, musn't it be a dream of joy to live with a man like that? 


But this is not under discussion. What we want to look at calmly is 


which of these two, the man or his wife, is the better citizen, and U 
either has the right to -vote, whilst would vote more judicially for the 
good of the community. 


The facts of the case are thesee? This man was, in time passed, thor- 


oughly dissipated. He was what ni? ght be considered a confirmed drunk- 
ard, and quite as worthless, in the -eyes of the community, as such a man 
usually is. But his wife stuck faithfully to him. She earned the living, 
brought up their several children; and in the course of time, by a process 
known only to herself, perhaps by her lovo and faith, reformed him. Now 
he does not drink, and he earns a £air salary in his office position. 


But she really made him a man, and made good, useful citizens of 


their children. 
Yet he does not think she is as capable of voting a? 


himself, nor that she has an understanding of what makes for true citizen- 
ship or the good of the community. 
In fact, as he said, he would turn 


her out of the house, if she cast a ballot. 


Fortunately, few men are so b fcgoted or so selfish as this man. But it 


is varying degrees of this state off mind that suffragists have to wrestle 
with. How can they overcome su«;h prejudice.-? 


Little can be done with him perhaps individually. To argue with him, 


either from within the home or ilrom without will only make him more 
fitter and more determined in his opposition. There is little use in wast- 
ing time on him or on those like' him. The thing to do is to go ahead 
generally with the campaign-of enlightenment, for that is what suffrage 
is. When he finds this one in-Tavor of suffrage, and that one in favor oi 
it; when he discovers that the 'sentiment of the community and of the 
press is for suffrage, and that no -one is p lying any attention to his little 
voice in opposition, he may begin to wake ap and find out ihat he is being 
left behind, that he is becoming; a back number. 
This ^Will be an un- 


pleasant revelation to him. Men of Ids type- think tteey are IT. And when 
they find that they are not, it is a rude shoak, but a shock that sometimes 
does them good. 
If there is any spark of; real life in them whatever 


they'll hustle out and join the procession. 
They do not, as a rule, wanl 


to stay in a backwater. 
, 


And as to the question which of those''two, the man or the woman 


is the better citizen, which would vote moio coolly and dispassionatelj 
for the good of the community, surely it is easy to decide. And few rea- 
soning men or women but would give this wwnan the ballot instead of hei 
husband if a choice must be made, and £l»e real welfare of the com 
munity considered. And by looking with unrprejudicod eyes at a cast 
like this one, perhaps some one can see mare fairly the rights of the 
suffrage question.

fourth day of the Owens lynching trial 
and probably the most interesting one 
as far as the audience, which comfort- 
ably filled the court room, was con- 
cerned. 
The announcpmer.t 
by 
the 


attorneys for the defense that Owens 
would go on the stand in his own be- 
half created considerable interest in 
the trial. 


At 9:20 Owens was • put 
on 
the 


stand in his own defense. He was 
composed and answered all questions 
put to him by his attorney in a clear 
and intelligent manner. 


He was cross-examined by Prose- 


cutor Smythe but denied saying Any- 
thing in the afternoon of July 8, ]910, 
which incited feeling against Et'iei- 
ington. 


After Owens' testimony the defense 


introduced a 
number 
of 
character 


witnesses and then rested.

Before the attorneys began their ar- 
guments Judge Devor read requests of 
both the state and the defense in sev- 
eral points in which arose during the 
progress of the trial. 


For the state the court charged tht 
jury that Edgar Owens is not being' 
tried for the assault on Carl Ether-' 
ington in the afternoon 
of 
July S, 


1910, but on the charge of the murder 
of Carl Etherington which occurred on 
the night of the lynching. The court 
further explained to the jury the three 
different degrees of murder as defined 
by the statutes of the state of Ohio, 
and further charged the jury as to 
their acceptance of testimony as re- 
lating to the guilt or innocence of the 
defendant. 


The requests made by the defense 


were then read. In reading them the 
court instructed the jury lo disregard 
the fact that the prisoner had been 
indicted, upon deciding on their ver- 
dict. The court also

jury to disregard 
their 
individual 


opinions on the liquor or rather the 
wet and dry question in arriving at 
their verdict.
